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Ike Pleads With 


Congress Not to. 
Cut Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON © (Kyodo-UP)—President LEisen- 
hower Tuesday asked Congress for $3,865,000,000 for 


foreign aid funds for the new fiscal year which starts 
July 1 and said they are needed to preserve “the safety 


of our country.” 


The total requested in his 
message to Congress Tuesday 
is $535,000,000 less than was es- 
timated in the January budget 
message. 


“Nearly all of that reduction 
is made possible by savings in 
the military assistance pro 
gram in an amount of $500,000,- 
000,” he said. 


Eisenhower warned Congress 
against any further reductions 
in the program, and said that 
“refusal to give adequate sup- 
port now for our crucial mutu- 
al security programs could 
hardly be more ill advised or ill- 
timed.” 


“It would risk not only the 
attainment of _ the 
tremendous military savings to 
which we all aspire; by en- 
couraging aggression and dis- 
couraging our friends, it would 
also risk forcing our own de- 
fense spending to a level far 
higher than it is today.” 


-He said, moreover, that fur- 
ther cuts would risk the spread 
of local Communist aggressions 
and would force a reduction in 
the strength of Allied forces. 


He particularly stressed the 
need for U.S. aid to the newly 
independent nations of Asia 
and Africa. 


“We simply cannot afford to 
blight the hopes of the newly 
independent peoples who turn 
to the Free World for help in 
their struggle for economic 
survival,” Eisenhower _ said. 
“Should we do so, these peoples 
will perforce be driven toward 
Communist or other totalitarian 
solutions to their problems. 


“I know of no precise rela- 
tion between economic well- 
being and responsible political 
dev 
poverty and despair are condi- 
tions that will foredoom mode- 
rate political life in these coun- 
tries. If the best that these 
free governments can offer their 
peoples is endless hopelessness 
and grinding poverty, then these 
governments will surely fall.” 

The President said it would 
be impossible for the other free 
nations of the world to attempt 
individually to counter’ the 
menace of Communist imperial- 
ism and added: 


“For our nation alone _ to 
undertake to withstand and turn 
back Communist imperialism 
would impose colossal defense 
spending on our people. _ It 
would ultimately cost us our 
freedom.” 

The President recommended 


four specific changes in the 
present program: 
1. Defense assistance pro- 


grams should be separated from 
programs for economic develop- 
ment. 


2. Defease assistance should 
be recognized and treated as an 
integral part of the United States 
own worldwide defense effort. 

3. Economic development as- 
sistance should be _ provided 
primarily through loans, on a 
continuing basis, and related 
closely to technical assistance. 


_ 4. Needs for special economic 
assistance should be met by 
funds authorized and appro- 
priated specifically for that 
purpose. 

. The President proposed a 
series of legislative actions de- 
signed to carry out these 
changes, including the establish- 
ment of a development loan 
fund. 


Ike’s Defense Bid 
Faces Major Slash 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — The 
House of Representatives Ap- 
propriations Committee Tues- 
day voted a $2,586,775,000 cut 
in new U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment funds. It said the mili- 
tary threat to the Free World 
“appears, in certain respects, to 
have somewhat abated.” 


But it cautioned § against 
“complacency” as it recom- 
mended $33,541,225,000 in new 
appropriations for the Army, 
the Navy and the Air Force for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 


President Eisenhower had re- 
quested a total of $36,128,000,000 
for the armed services, which 
received $34,,698,523,000 for the 
present year. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Navy was 
also given the go-ahead Tuesday 
by the House appropriations 
committee to start building a 300- 
million-dollar atomic - powered 
aircraft carrier. | 

But in including that sum in 
the 1958 Defense Department 
appropriation bill, the committee 
made clear that it was not ap- 
proving the Navy's more 
ambitious program to build five 
additional nuclear carriers.

Britain, Malaya 
OK Constitution 


LONDON (AP) — British 
and Malayan leaders Tues- 
day reached “agreement on 
all outstanding issues” on 
the new constitution for the 
Federation of Malaya, the 
Colonial Office announced. 
The announcement’ was 
made after talks which 
began last Monday with 
representatives of the rulers 
and Government of the 
Federation of Malaya. It 
said: “The agreement reach- 
ed provides for the new con- 
stitution of an independent 

_ Federation of Malaya to 
come into force on Aug. 
31 this year. The agree- — 
ments now will be pres- 
ented for approval by both 
Queen Elizabeth and the 
conference of rulers in 
ee the announcement 
said. 


Pineau,Dulles 
Said Agreed 
On Suez Move 


WASHINGTON (AP)—French 
Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau reported Tuesday he 
has reached “an entire agree- 
ment” with Secretary of State 
Dulles on strategy to be adopted 
in discussing the Suez Canal 
problem before the United Na- 
tions Security Council. 

Pineau said he and Dulles 
agreed on “a concrete plan” but 


Nhe declined to reveal what it 


would be, saying it depends on 
the views of other Council 
members, including Russia. 

The French foreign policy 
chief talked to reporters after 
coming from New York for a 45- 
minute meeting on the Suez 
problem with Dulles. 

Informed diplomats said as a 
result of the Dulles meeting 
Pineau has decided not to press 
for a Security Council resolution 
condemning Egypt for its plan 
to operate the Suez Canal 
singlehanded. 

Instead, they said, the French 
will seek what was termed a 
“consensus of view” of Security 
Council members which would 
have the effect of calling on 
Egypt to amend its plan. 

But this “consensus” would 
not be in the form of a resolu- 
tion and thus, it is believed, not 
subject to Russian veto. 

Pineau told the Council Mon- 
day France wants negotiations 
reopened “as soon as possible” 
to arrange a permanent settle- 
ment with Egypt in accord with 
the six principles approved by 
the Council last fall.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP)—A 
vicious tornado roared out of 
Kansas and smashed across the 
south edge of Kansas City at 
dusk Monday night, leaving a 
grim trail of death and destruc- 
tion, 

Rescue workers toiled through 
the night and counted 34 dead. 
At least 200 more were in hos- 
pitals. 

The twister concentrated its 
fury on Ruskin Heights, Mo., 
and Hickman Mills, Mo., two 
postwar residential develop- 
ments about 12 miles south of 
downtown Kansas City. 

Most of the casualties were 
in those two communities. Mis- 
souri Governor James T. Blair 
declared martial law there and 
called out some ot the Missouri 
National Guard to help with res- 
cue and relief work. 

An initial survey showed 50 to 
60 houses destroyed in Ruskin 
Heights, along with a 15-store 
shopping center and a new two- 
million dollar high school.

W. Sterling Cole emphasized at 
the conference that the U.S. 
would release secrets on peace- 
ful uses of atomic power.

(AP)—The Army took over the 
Government of this republic 
Tuesday “to save the nation 
from anarchy.” 

A proclamation signed by 
Brig. Gen. Leon Cantave, Haiti's 
Army chief, said the military 
rule would be enforced only 
until a provisional president 
could be chosen who would 
guarantee “free and honest elec- 
tions.”

The repatriation ship is now 
on its way back to Maizuru 
from Communist China with 
1,481 passengers aboard, of 
whom 827 are children. 

The MSA headquarters in 
Tokyo made the request to 
Headquarters U.S. Naval Forces, 
Far East, upon receipt of a 
report from its regional office 
in Moji that 13 children aboard 
the ship are suffering from th 
disease. 


The U.S. Navy decided yester- 
day to postpone airlifting medi- 
cine to the Koan Maru until 
the ship is closer to Japanese 
waters. 

This was notified to the Mari- 
time Safety Agency yesterday 
afternoon in reply to a request 
to airlift medicine to children 
suffering from measles. 

Meanwhile, the 450-ton MSA 
patrol ship, Kusagaki, rushed 
to the repartiation ship, carry- 
ing. medicine aboard, from Ha- 
kata Port yesterday afternoon. 
The ship is scheduled to reach 
the Koan Maru at about 10 a.m. 
today at a point about 40 miles/| ers 
northwest of Cheju Island. 

The Welfare Ministry also 
commenced preparations yester- 
day to send penicillin and other 
drugs to treat the patients. 

The ship is scheduled to re- 
turn to Maizuru early Friday 
with 129 repatriates, including 
six released “war criminals,” 
and 1,352 women and their chil- 
dren who are coming back to 
Japan on temporary visits. 

The ship is also bringing back 
the remains of 16 Japanese sol- 
diers who died on the China 
Continent. 

Believed trying to re-enter 
Japah with other passengers 
aboard the ship are two of the 
12 Chinese nationals who were 
reportedly involved in the so- 
called Macao incident. 

The Macao incident dates back 
to last summer when the 12 
Chinese merchants residing in 
Japan sneaked into Communist 
China from Macao. They had 
visited Macao for a “business 
inspection” under official Japa- 
nese passports. 

The Government had granted 
them permits for re-entry to 
Japan on the condition that they 
visit Macao and Hongkong 
alone. The Government cancel- 
led the re-entry permits when 
notified that they had entered 
China. However, before being

The Tokyo Amateur Drama- 
tic Club’s production of Noel 
Coward’s “Blithe Spirit,” the 
final performance being tonight 
et 8 p.m. at the Imperial Hotel, 
is an effectively fanciful rendi- 
tion of an extremely fanciful 
farce. | 

The three act play is in the 
main tradition of English co- 
medy despite the appearance of 
ghosts, table-rapping end the 
rest. Like Sheridan, Coward 
knows the delights of conven- 
tionalized conversation and, 
like Wilde, can belabor the 
most expected of theatrical de- 
velopments to his heart’s con- 
tent, rewarding us with enough 
wit, parodox, zphorism and pre- 
ciosity to keep us interested, en- 
livened and entértained. 

Obviously producing a play Is 
something like making crepes 
suzettes, one second not enough 
or, worse, too long, and you end 
up with a sodden indigestible 
mass. Crepes or Coward suc- 
cess lies in tempo and this per- 
formance spins the farce up and 
over its structural difficulties 
Shapiro who earlier this season 
did much the same service for 
“The Diary of Anne Frank.” 


By avoiding the static, which 
would make any Coward play 


ed finely for him. 


A virile and brilliant rendi- 
tion of Richard Strauss’s “Don 
Juan” opened the concert. From 
the rushing semiquavers at the 
very start, it was apparent that 
the players had caught their 
leader’s spirit; Mr. Loibner al- 
lowed them both a clarity and a 
breadth of phrase that this mu- 
sic very much needs to make 
its effect. High tension and bla- 
tant sonorities were not exploit- 
ed here as a means to ar.end.

It seemed right, too, 
that Strauss should come at the 
very beginning of a program 
that was to close with the 
“Eroica” Symphony, for the 
tone-poem offered precisely the 
detailed type of descriptive mu- 
sic that Beethoven eschewed, 

The attentive listener could 
make. his own confrontation. 
One could marvel perhaps that 
“Don Juan” is much less diffi- 
cult to probe musically than the 
symphony, though maybe more 
difficult to execute. There are 
people who persist in regarding 
the “Eroica” as a political mani- 
festo, although the fact is that 
Beethoven explores further and 
deeper than any other composer 
of music before or after him. 


It was in this sense that Mr. 


Loibner treated the symphony 
as a good artist might be ex-

With the 1957 Japanese pro 
baseball season now well under 
way, two players, a pitcher and 
an outfielder, are hogging the 
spotlight with outstanding per- 
formances, 


Another two—both pitchers— 
meanwhile, are also gaining at- 
tention because of their parti- 
cularly poor mound records. 


Shining currently in_ the 
mound department is the Ko- 
kutetsu Swallows’ ace lefthand- 
er Shoichi Kaneda, who has al- 
ready chalked up his 11th win 
to lead all pitchers. He has six 
losses. 


Topping all batters in both 
the Central and Pacific League, 
meanwhile, is Hiroshi Oshita, 
veteran right fielder of the Ni- 
shitetsu Lions, whose average, 
is hovering around the A400 
mark. As of May 20, he has a 
383 average. 

Tall and slender (six feet, 161 
pounds) Kaneda is well on his 
way to a number of new pitch- 
ing records. The good-looking 
24-year-old veteran of seven 
years of pro ball has tied one 
pro mark by winning 20 or more 
games six consecutive years. 
The record was first set by the 
Chunichi Dragons’ righthander 
Shiregu Sugishita between 1950 
and 1955. 

Kaneda is already close to 
the Japen record for strikeouts 
of 1,960, set by the late Victor

The brilliant Swallows 
moundsman is being compared 
to the fabulous Eiji Sawamura, 
who starred for the Yomiuri 
Giants in bygone years. Ké- 
neda has equalled Sawamura’s 
mark of 15 strikeouts in one 
game. He has also been credit- 
ed with one no-hit, no-run 
game, a fect accomplished twice 
by the great Sawamura. 


Hiroshi Oshita, now in pro 
ball for 11 years, has had his 
ups and downs but appears on 
his wey to «nother batting 
crown this year. 

Oshita, who became a sensa- 
tion in his rookie year in 1946 
by clouting 20 home runs, has 
since won the batting title 
three times, the home run 
crown three times and Most 
Valuab] Player honors on one 
occésica. 

He has set his sights on a .300 
lifetime average, which would 
put him in the class of the 
Giants’ durable first baseman 
Tetsuji Kawakami. 

While Kaneda and Oshita 
sparkle, two hurlers, the Chu- 
nichi Dragons’ Shigeru Sugi- 
shita, and the Taiyo Whales’

It’s the profit sanctuary— 
which is drawing more atten- 
tion than ever before as a 
boon to foreign trade and in- 
vestment. 

The subject is launched as 
a result of an inquiry from a 
New York editor who wanted 
to know what the chances 
were that Japan might soon 
become a profit sanctuary. The 
Japanese to whom I broached 
the question had never heard of 
this term—nor, I’ll wager, have 
most of the readers of this 
column. 

A profit sanctuary is a coun- 
try that does not tax foreign 
income, or at least certain 
kinds of foreign income. Some 
countries falling into the 
category do not levy any kind 
of income tax, like Tangier or 
Bermuda. Others do not tax 
income derived outside its 
borders, such as Panama, 
Venezuala Brazil, Liberia. And 
a handful, Switzerland, Luxem- 
burg and Lichtenstein, qualify 
because they do not tax holding 
companies, 


Some Advantages 


Of what ‘importance is all 
this to the businessman with 
international operations? Very 
great; he can set up a sub. 
sidiary in a profit sanctuary to 
do business in third countries. 
The subsidiary collects the 
profits—but, by virtue of the 
special characteristics of a 
profit sanctuary, these profits 
are not taxable as long as the 
company retains them, 

Thus the profit sanctuary can 
be used to accumulate business 
earnings, free from tax, for 
investment in overseas manu- 
facturing operations, sales pro- 
motion, or for granting export 
credit. In such cases, no tax is 
levied until the profits are paid 
out as dividends. 

The menufacturer with 
world-wide interests finds a 
number of uses for subsidiaries 
incorporated in profit sanctua- 
ries. They can handle sales in 
third countries of goods prod- 
uced in the parent m’s 
plants. They can provide tech- 
nical services to other coun-

fit sanctuary can make new in- 
vestments in third countries 
and act as a holding company. 
In all these cases the important 
factor is that these earnings 
are not taxed until remitted as 
dividends. The sanctuary allows 
the funds to be used over and 
over again, building up profits 
each time. 

The net effects of this is to 
give the businessman more 
funds for operating and invest- 
ment cepital. And as long as 
they remain within the com- 
pany, he can gain by the 
amount of taxes he saves. 

The business firm. baSed in 
either the U.S. or Japan can set 
up a subsidiary in @ profit sanc- 
tuary and will pay taxes only 
when these profits are remitted 
to the U.S. or Japan. If they 
are never declared as dividends 
no tax will ever be levied. 

This, of course, is only a brief 
and far from complete rundown 
on a complex question. The ac- 
tual method of operation varies 
with each country. 


Britain's Case 

What has focussed new atten- 
tion on this kind of international 
business is that Britain is now 
becoming a profit sanctuary. For 
Japan the important point here 
is that this step was taken by 
London not to favor foreign in- 
vestors but to provide addi- 
‘tional, much-needed incentives 
for British manufacturers to sell 
abroad. 

In brief, Britain’s new tax 
bill allows manufacturers to set 
up Overseas Trade Corporations 
to conduct trade, manufacturing 
or assembly operations outside 
the U.K. The profits of these 
subsidiaries will not be taxed 
until a dividend is paid. 

This should give a mighty up- 
lift to Britain’s overseas invest- 
ment and export—without taxes, 
investments can be larger and 
more frequent. U.K. firms tak- 
ing advantage of the new tax 
structure will only have to set 
up subsidiary firms to handle 
their foreign business. 

Japan’s Attitude 
All this, of course, is what w 
started talking about earlier 
when we questioned Japan’s at- 
titude toward creating a profit 
sanctuary. Interest in the 
United States in such a move is 
based on the obvious advantage 
an American firm could gain by 
setting up a subsidiary in Japan 

to handle overseas business. 

But this is not exactly the 
point as far as Japan is concern- 
ed. The Foreign Investment 
Law operates to regulate the en- 
try of foreign firms in any case, 
and Japan’s conversion into a 
profit sanctuary might have lit- 
tle practical effect as far as for- 
eign firms go. 

But a very definite advanta 
could accrue to Japan. For Brit- 
ain, of course, has taken the step 
to boost its exports and rebuild 
foreign investments. Such earn- 
ings are required to balance the 
U.K.’s international payments. 

In Japan, businessmen are 
constantly complaining about 
the dearth of investment funds 
for overseas operations and 
sales promotion activities. The 
answer—revise the tax struc- 
ture to exempt earnings from 
overseas operations as long as 
they are retained within the 


firm. Make up the tax loss, if! Daiei

Relations With South Korea 
An adequate adjustment of relations between Japan 
and the Republic of Korea remains one of the major re- 
quirements in the long-drawn-out process of the stabiliza- 


tion of East Asian affairs. 


Japan’s Chief Cabinet Secretary Hirohide Ishida said 
last Saturday that problems existing between Japan and 
South Korea were on their way to a solution. Mr. Ishida 
made this gratifying statement after a meeting with the 
new Korean Ambassador to Japan, Dr. Kim Yu Taik. We 
can say at once that we hope it is justified, for we have 
long wished that a workable settlement could be reached 
through mutual concessions and a greater sense of trust 


between the two nations. 


The first matter for settlement seems to us to be that 


of the mutual release of detainees. 


Some 800 Japanese 


fishermen, charged with viclating the so-called Rhee Line, 
are being held in Pusan, and about as many Koreans, 
charged with illegal entry into Japan or under deportation 
orders after having been convicted of crimes, are encamp- 
ed at Omura in Kyushu.

It must, however, be recognized that one of the 
greatest obstacles to Japan-Korean friendship and coopera- 
tion lies in Korea’s—or perhaps we ought to say the Ko-

fear that Japan is only biding her time to take over the 


country again. 


Thus we find members of the Korean 


Government making use of such expressions as “Japan’s 
imperialistic ambitions” and “Japan’s threat to invade 
South Korea again” as justification for turning a cold 


shoulder to advances made by this country. 
Side-by-side with this attitude on the part 


of South 


Korean authorities, it is a well-known fact that the mer- 


cantile classes in Korea would welcome a rappr 


ement 


with Japan and earnestly desire to do more business with 


her. 


This is natural enough when we consider how far 


trade between the two countries could be of a comple- 
mentary character and of substantial benefit to both. It 
seems, therefore, a great pity that any kind of unreasoning 
national prejudice should stand in the way of a workable 


agreement. 


Prime Minister Kishi has been, and is, a strong pro- 
tagonist of good relations with the Republic of Korea and 
he had hoped to have had something definite achieved, at 
least in regard to the release of the detainees, before he left 


on his tour of Southeast Asia. 


During the Prime Minister’s 


absence, Foreign Vice-Minister Katsumi Ohno is to con- 
tinue the negotiations on behalf of Japan. We must express 
the hope that by the time Mr. Kishi returns from his tour, 
there will be some definite proposals that this country, as 


well as Korea, can accept. 


All Deaths 


Are Major 


A major disaster—which this country has with alarm- 
ing frequency—is defined as one in which a large number 
of lives are lost or bodies maimed. The minor ones are 
even more frequent, though, and they add up to a frighten- 


ing toll. 


‘The most recent accident to claim prominent headlines 
was the derailment of_an express train last Thursday on 
the Joban Line north of Sendai. The score: three dead and 
04 injured. Less noted was an accident that occurred at 
almost the same time on the Tohoku Line in Ibaraki Pre- 
fecturée, in which one death and 13 injuries resulted when 


a truck smashed into a train. 


No accidents just happen. There may be many con- 
tributing factors, but it is invariably human carelessness 
somewhere that is to blame for human casualties. . 

In both of these accidents, it was truck drivers im- 
mediately at fault. There seems no question in the case of 


the one who ran into the train. 


In the derailment, the 


cause has been traced to a truck that damaged the rail bed 
when the driver attempted to get through the underpass 
with a three-ton cable drum cargo. 

_. The truck drivers may be blamed, certainly, but in 
both cases the ultimate guilt for carelessness rests with 
those responsible for railway and highway construction. 

_ We are told that there are 2,149 underpasses through- 
out the country that do not meet the standard height pre- 
scribed in the Road Law. Why not? What earthly excuse 
could there be for such gross and dangerous violations? 

What the lesser of the two accidents illustrates is— 


once again—the carelessness 


in not building more under- 


passes, or overpasses, to eliminate at least the more 


dangerous railway crossings. 


Hardly a day passes without 


Someone getting killed at these places. 
Unless we can gain in future safety precautions by 
lessons such as these, we shall be inferior to most species 


of so-called dumb animals. 


It may be human to err but it 


is stupid to persist in the same error.

It seems to be just possible 
that an agreement of some sort 
will be reached at the London 
conference on the regulation 
of armaments. Mr. Stassen 
and the Administration in 
Washington are talking hope- 
fully, and there has indeed 
been considerable evidence on 
the Soviet side, as well as on 
our own, of a desire to nego 
tiate a limited and experimental 
agreement. 

From years and years of talk 
about “disarmament,” we have 
all learned to be very skeptical 
—indeed, to suppose that 
neither side is willing to pay 
the price of an agreement, and 
that the @onferences are for 
propaganda and not for negoti- 
ation. But somehow or other 
the give and take between Mr. 
Stassen and Mr. Zorin has 
begun to look as if a genuine 
negotiation might actually be 
in the making. 

If that turns Out to be true, 
what, we may ask ourselves, 
has happened to bring it about? 
For there is no sign that the 
coid war has abated, and that 
We are any nearer than we 
were to a settlement in Europe 
or in the Middle East. Why 
then, when a settlement of the 
great issues is not in sight, 
should we allow ourselves to 
think that there might be an 
agreement on arms? 


We can say, I would sup- 
pose, that both military coali- 
tions are finding that the com- 
petition in armaments has 
reached a point where they 
cannot stand _ the _ strain. 
Neither, of course, is willing to 
abandon the competition. Both 
are; however, finding that th2 
pace is too severe, and there 
are important signs that both 
the NATO powers and the. So- 
viet bloc need a breathing 
spell. | 

We are, we .know, in the 
midst of one of the greatest of 
all revolutions in the technology 
of war. For the_ military 
planners this poses a perpetual 
dilemma. Shall they arm with 
the weapons that exist, and 
take the risk that these weap- 
ons will soon be obsolete? Or 
Shall they get ready for the 
weapons of tomorrow, and 
leave themselves badly armed 
for warfare today? The dilem- 
ma is posed because neither 
coalition can afford to arm fully 
with the weapons of today and 
at the same time to invent, 
develop, and produce the weap- 
ons of tomorrow. 


This dilemma is _ producing 
economic and military conse- 
quences which both sides—each 
in its own way—find alarming. 

In the West, there is a 
strong tendency to resolve the 
dilemma as the British have 
decided to resolve it. That is 
to say by concentrating on the 
deterrent power of the new 
weapons, and in fact to accept 
the idea of a radical transforma- 
tion of the orthodox and con- 
ventional military services. 


It may indeed be that there 
is no practicable alternative to 
this concentration on the deter- 
rent power of the big nuclear 
weapons. But it does open up 
the alarming possibility that if 
the deterrent weapons should 
fail to prevent war, the Conti- 
nent of Europe might become 
an atomic battlefield. 


The net of all this is that 
there is, as President Eisen- 
hower said some years ago, no 
alternative to peace. This is

Asahi Shimbun reminded 
Prime Minister Kishi, now on 
a trip to Southeast Asia to fur- 
ther economic ties with this 
part of the world, that it is high 
time Japan puts more effort to 
expand trade with Communist 
China. In this connection, the 
paper pointed out that at the 
current COCOM conference now 
under way in Paris, the posi- 
tions of Britain and the United 
States are diametrically opposed 
to each other with the former 
advocating an alleviation of Red 
China trade and the latter 
attempting to continue with the 
present embargo. It said that 
Japan and various West Euro- 
pean countries are in step with 
the British in this respect. The 
paper said, however, that the 
Government seemingly frowns 
upon the efforts of three civilian 
organizations concerned with 
Japan-China trade to send re- 
presentatives to Peiping to re- 
new the Japan-China trade 
which has expired. 

Mainichi. Shimbun was happy 
that the pending issue of the 
national annuity system is now 
being readied for enactment. 
Both the Welfare Ministry's 
five-man committee and the 
Cabinet..Soecial Security System 
Investigation Council are setting 
about their. investigation of this 
system. The paper also pointed 


to the fact that the Socialist 
Party has already presented to 
the National Diet its own bill 
calling for annuities to the aged, 
widows and their children. In 
this connection, the paper point- 
ed out that in Britain as many 
as 4,760,000 or 68 per cent of the 
7 million aged people (65 and 
over in the case of males and 
60 and over for females) receive 
annuities which is a_ striking 
contrast with a mere 610,000 in 
Japan. 


Yomiuri Shimbun said it will 
be necessary for the Bank of 
Japan to intensify its tighter 
money policy if the latest raise 
in its official money rate does 
not produce results. In that 
case, the paper said, the bank 
should further tighten import 
financing and re-examine the 
present active investment in 
equipment by the nation’s in- 
dustrial circles. If ascertained 
that more than one year will 
be needed to turn the nation’s 
international account into the 
black and make it possible to 
lower the money rate, the paper 
said, even the money rates for 
long-term loans and fixed bank 
deposits should also be revised 
upward, The paper also called 
on the nation’s financial insti- 
tutiens to cooperate in such a 
Government monetary policy. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 


took up the coming annual con- 


vention of the Japan Teachers 
Union to be held at the Sports 


ioe 


Center in Sapporo from May 23. 
The paper eulogized the teach- 
ers’ union for having strength- 
ened relations between teachers 
and the parents during the 
union’s movement for promot- 
ing the principles of democratic 
education. It registered, how- 
ever, that the ‘union has had to 
permit a separate organization 
of anti-Japan Teachers Union 
elements. It was wise, the 
paper said, for the union to have 
shifted to a policy of improving 
the nation’s education than to 
have stressed on higher wages. 
It was a matter of course, it said, 
for them fo take up such a po- 
licy since educational expenses 
borne by the parents are steadi- 
ly increasing. 

Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) re- 
gretted that the Joban Line 
Express “Kitagami” ran off the 
tracks in Fukushima Prefecture 
killing three persons and in- 
juring 40 others at the very 
time when the traffic safety 
campaign was in full swing 
throughout the country. The 
paper took special note that the 
accident took place because a 
truck with a high and bulky 
load of cargo had been ram- 
med against a girder bridge on 
the Joban Line which is only 3.6 
meters high from the surface. 
The paper drew attention to the 
fact that 2,300 of the nation’s 
girder bridges were below the 
standard height of 4.5 meters. 
These bridges have become 
obsolete, it pointed out, as cargo 
transportation by large trucks 
has become very common.

there is no alternative to com- 
ing to some kind of agreement, 
explicit or implicit, between 
Moscow and Washington. 

The Soviet Union is also sub- 
ject to heavy pressure to reach 
some kind of pause or slow- 
down in the race of armaments.

The Soviet govern- 
ment is showing a great deal of 
anxiety, and most probably the 
cause of this anxiety is that the 
United States has a substantial 
strategic lead in the field of the 
guided missiles of intermediate 
range. Launched from NATO 
bases in Europe, these missiles 
can strike the heart of the So- 
viet Union, whereas Moscow has 
no missiles of sufficient range to 
strike back at the United States. 


Both sides, therefore, feel 
vulnerable and threatened at 
this stage in the, evolution of 
armaments. Western Europe is, 
as the British White Paper said 
with such brutal candor, inde- 
fensible in a modern war. The 
Soviet Union has.become vul- 
nerable to a devastating attack 
by missiles agains€ which there 
is no defense and no correspond- 
ing power of reprisal. 


These are not all the consid- 
erations why there are now 
such strong inducements to 
negotiate. But ‘they are the main 
considerations. Within this con- 
text, we can see, too, what each 
of the two parties is most con- 
cerned about, 

From our point of view, the 
principal strategic asset of the 
Soviet Union is that, being a 


closed country and a dictator- 
ship, it can act by surprise. The 
United States, which will not 
soon forget Pearl Harbor, is 
supremely sensitive to the dan- 
ges of surprise attack, and 
American policy ‘in these dis- 
armament talks is in the main 
create: 5 to the problem of sur- 
rise. 

Our emphasis on inspection 
from the sky and on the ground 
is inspire. by the wish to do 
away with the secrecy behind 
which a surprise attack can be 
mounted.

As seen by the Russians, the 
greatest strategic asset of the 
West is the productive capacity 
of the United States. They 
have not forgotten how under 
war conditions the American 
economy can produce weapons. 
What the Russians are always 
seeking, therefore, are agree- 
ments which would prohibit or 
would limit the production of 
weapons, especially of the new 
nuclear weapons. Whereas we 
would like to open up to view 
the closed system of the Soviet 
Union, the Russians would like 
to stop or at least to slow up 
the military output of American 
industry. 

The crux of the negotiations 
which may have begun is an 
attempt to strike a balance be- 
tween these two strategic ele- 
ments— between the Kuypssian 
capacity for surprise and the 
American capacity to produce.

‘Clean’ and ‘Dirty’ Bombs

WASHINGTON—What do the 
atomic experts mean when they 
talk about “clean” and “dirty” 
nuclear bombs? 

The answer to this question 
is the key to understanding of 
the nature of radioactive fall- 
out and the military strategy 
of the U.S., Russia and Great 
Britain in the atomic age. 

The “clean” and “dirty” nu- 
clear bomb story begins at 
Bikini in the Pacific on March 
1, 1954, when an Officially 
described “thermonuclear de- 
vice” was detonated by the 
US. 

Parts of that story were 
made known in _ subsequent 
months through official Atomic 
Energy Commission announce- 
ments, but it was a year later 
before the full amount of the 
Bikini bomb was made known 
by International News Service 
in a copyrighted article. 

The Bikini bomb was the 
world’s first operational “dirty” 
bomb. Other names for it were 
the “super bomb,” “super-H- 
bomb,” “fission-fusion-fission 
bomb” or the “three-stage 
bomb.” But all these terms 
mean the same—a _ nuclear 
weapon that maximizes the 
amount of radioactive fall-out. 

This fall-out added a new 
dimension to atomic’ weaponry. 
The Hiroshima-type A-bomb 
wrought its destruction through 
blast and heat damage as well 
as direct radiation burns. 

There was relatively little 
fall-out—of particles made radio- 
active and distributed down- 
wind from point of detonation 
—in the Hiroshima type bomb. 

The first true hydrogen 
device, the one _ tested at 
Eniwetok in November, 1952, 
gave far greater heat and blast 
damage than did the Hiroshima 
type bomb. | 

But relatively little fall-out 
was created in the hydrogen 
device because the basic prin- 
ciple in the H-bomb is a fusion 
process, that is the joining to- 
gether of atoms, rather than 
the fission, or splitting of 
atoms, characteristic of an A- 
bomb. 

What fall-out there was from 
the first hydrogen bomb was 
due to the atomic fission 
trigger used to set off the 
hydrogen fusion process. 

The next step was taken by 
the U.S. on March 1, 1954, when 
a lethal jacket of ordinary 
uranium was placed around the 
atomic trigger and hydrogen- 
bomb core of the H-bomb. 

This gave a three-stage bomb 
with the fission setting off the 
hydrogen reaction, and _ the 
hydrogen reaction causing the 
lethal jacket of uranium to 
split. 


The dimensions of that weap- 
on became known in _ subse- 
quent months. An entire coral 
island was sucked up into the 
fireball of the super-bomb. 

These pulverized bits of coral 
together with tiny fragments of 
the »omb were all made highly 
radioactive when the uranium 
jacket fissioned. ; 

The unbelievable area of 
7,000 square miles was radio- 
actively contaminated by the 
cigar-shaped fall-out pattern 
downwind from ground zero. 

The deadliest fission product 
released was radioactive stron- 
tium-90, which has a long half- 
life of 25 years and causes bone 
cancer, 

A Japanese fishing boat and 
the island of Rongelat in the 
Marshall Islands were accidec- 
tally sprinkled by fall-out. 


Having demonstrated’ the 


feasibility of a super-bomb with 


such destruction, the A.E.C., 
under the pressure of public 
opinion and revised military 
strategy, went back to its previ- 
ous H-bomb model. 

By removing the uranium 
jacket of the three-stage bomb, 
and by exploding its test bomb 


in the air the U.S. was able to 


minimize the fall-out. 

This permits continued test- 
ing of bombs without~ creating 
the amount of fall-out of the 
super-bomb. 

The Russians are now demon- 
strating their knowledge of the 
super-bomb principle, but 
whether the Russians have 
taken care to avoid testing 
super-bombs is not known. 

They have detonated bombs 
in the air which is one way to 
keep the “dirty” bomb from be- 
ing dirtier. But there are some 
indications, most of them from 
independent Japanese scientists, 
that the Russians have delibe- 
rately tried to make their 
bombs dirtier by putting certain 
radioactive poisons in them, 

To the extent that true super 
bombs are not used in nuclear 
tests and because they are ex- 
ploded in the air, the fall-out 


hazard is minimized. The cur- 


rent U.S. tests in Nevada, for 
example, are of small, tactical 
size atomic devices rather than 
the big bombs in the megaton 
class. 

But the issue of “clean”»and 
“dirty” bombs appears to boil 
down to this in the opinion of 
atomic experts. 

While the U.S. and Great 
Britain (no one knows what 
the Russians are doing) may 
continue to test relatively clean 
bombs, who can say that clean 
bombs will be used rather than 
lethal dirty bombs in a nuclear

Toshima Legend 


Edo Castle was built by Ota 
Dokan in 1457, but at that time 
Dokan ruled over only a very 
small area around the castle. 
The vast outlying district which 
now forms most of the Tokyo 
area was under the power of 
the Toshima family. The dis- 
tricts of Asakusa, Ueno, Koishi- 


kawa, Zoshigaya, Ikebukuro, 
Oku, Nerima, Okubo 8 and 
Yoyogi were held by the 


Toshima clan. It took 20 years 
for Dokan to defeat the Toshima 
forces and gain the control of 
those outlying regions, 


In a great battle fought by 
the Ota and Toshima forces on 
the Shakujii-Numabukuro area 
on April 13, 1477, the Toshima 
clan was finally defeated, and 
Ota Dokan became the ruler 
of the whole of the present To- 
kyo area. In _ this battle, 
hundreds of Toshima soldiers 
were killed, it is said. 


The last stronghold of the 
Toshima clan was Nerima 
castle, the site of which is now 
Toshima-en, a well-known re 
creation park. Shakujii castle 
stood nearby, south of the 
Sanpoji lake. 

A legendary story is still told 
about the end of the Toshima 
clan which once ruled so pow- 
erfully over a vast area of To- 
kyo. When Nerima castle fell, 
the chief of Toshima, dressed 
in a gold helmet and armor and 
carrying gold ornamented 
swords, rode a white horse with 
a gold saddle and jumped into 
the lake. His beautiful daughter 
following his example _ also 
jumped into the water. 

It is still said that if one 
stanis by the shore of the lake 
and looks down on the water, 
he will see beneath the pine 
branches and leaves reflected 
on the water surface, a samurai 
in a shining helmet and armor, 
astride a gold saddle on a white 
horse.. 

Dokan’s castle is still remem- 
bered today as the Imperial 
Palace, and Toshima-en is 
preserved as a memory to the 
Toshima clan which was once 
a powerful rival to the builder 
of Edo Castle.

Hub of U.S. Defense 


Guam Base on Alert to Defend Pacific .

GUAM—If total war ever 

comes to Asia the United States 
will throw its nuclear knockout 
punch from this island bastion 
which is within striking dis- 
tance of all China and eastern 
Russia. 


A great military base has been 
carved out of the coral rock of 
Guam. Vital expansion work is 
continuing and tens of millions 
of dollars are being spent all for 
one purpose. 

In a period of less than eight 
hours, on any given day, the 
fast Air Force jet bombers 
based here could utterly destroy 


| every important target in all 


of vast Communist China and 
eastern Russia. 

In One great strike the serious 
young men who fiy the B-47 
bombers out of Guam could 
take Communist China and a big 
segment of Russia completely 
out of any war—for good. 

“The day of mass bombard- 


ment is over,” Brig. Gen. Char- 


les W. Schott, commander of the 
3rd air division of the Strategic 
Air Command bombers here 
told the United Press. 

“One wing (there is a wing 
stationed on Guam) could lay 
down in one strike the equiva- 
lent of all the explosives de- 
livered by all air forces during 


all of World War II. 


“If you hit your target today 
you don’t have to go back 
again,” General Schott said. 

Just what the targets are in 
China, and eastern Russia, are 
a closely guarded top secret. 
But on the wall of General 
Schott’s office is a large map 
showing all of Asia, extending 
far beyond the limits of vgst 
China and much of eastern 
Russia. 

General Schott said his bomb- 
ers could hit any important tar- 
get shown on the map without 
much trouble. The distances, 
for modern jet bombers using 
refueling techniques, are short. 
Shanghai is about 1,650 miles 
from Guam. The South China 
Coast is roughly 1,500 miles 
away. 

The B-47 travels at speeds of 
600-kilometers-an-nour-plus. 

On the other hand, however, 
could Guam be knocked out by 
a sudden surprise Communist 
attack, before the American 
bombers could take off for their 
targets? 

General Schott’s answer was 
an emphatic “no.” 

“I am not concerned with not 
getting the bombers off. They 
could get off the base in a sur- 
prisingly short time.” 

Guam, he said, has good air 
defenses. The early warning 
rate for forward bases such as 
the Philippines, Taiwan, Oki- 
nawa and Japan is good. 

The bomber force on Guam is 
geared for all-out war at any 
minute. Alert crews are con- 
stantly ready to have the fast 
bombers in the air, and on their 
way to targets, almost immedi- 
ately. 

Every plane has a specific tar- 
get which has already been 
picked. The actual location of 
the targets is cloaked in top 
secrecy. They undoubtedly, 
however, include all vital areas 
in China and eastern Russia. 

Every pilot knows his target 
by heart and at a given signal 
can be on the way without fur- 
their briefing. 

“Every single pilot knows his 
exact target,” General Schott 
said. “He knows it better than 
his own home town.” . 

General Schott, a 51-year-old 
officer, has some 45 all-jet B-47 
bombers on Guam plus about 
20 tanker planes, with which to 
do the potential job of knocking 
out an enemy of the United 
States. 

The command to do so—the 
green light that would send the 
big bombers screaming toward 
the Asia mainland—would come 
directly from Strategic Air 
Command headquarters in 
Omaha. Directing awesome 
destructive ‘power, General 
Schott answers to, and takes 
orders only from Lt. Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, chief of SAC, 

The stakes are too high on 
Guem to risk the possibility of 
tangled command lines in time 
of emergency. 

General Schott explained that

his bomber force could. carry 
out any of three different mis- 
sions in time of emergency: 

I1—He could take “biunting 
action”—that is destroy a simi- 
lar Communist counterpart 
bomber force in self-defense. 

2—He could launch “reterda- 
tion” bombing to knock out a 
potential enemy force. 

3—Or he could throw the 
“Sunday punch”—the total de- 
struction of the enemy’s in- 
dustrial capacity and his will to 
continue battle. 

To carry out any of these mus- 
sions Schott has on Guam the 
best men that the U.S. Air Force 
can find and train. The stand- 
ards of performance for a SAC 

ilot, the copilots, and the bom- 

rdier-navigators are demand- 
ing and sometimes border on 
the ruthless.
